Prices #f Flour and Other Necessities 
Have Been Higher, 

With the advance of high-grade 
flour to $10 per barrel, we are told 
that flour has risen to “the highest 
price since the Civil War.” It has 
really reached a higher price than it 
brought during the Civil War, for 
the high rate which then prevailed 
was expressed in terms of paper 
money, and at one time during the 
war a dollar in gold was worth $2.85 
in paper, In terms of gold, the high- 
est price attained by flour during the 
Civil War was $4.90 a barrel. We 
are, therefore, now paying in gold 
twice the price for flour that was 
paid in the Civil War. The present 
price neitner of flour, wheat. nor cot- 
ton is a record price. In 1795 flour 
sold at $12 per barrel, and in 1796 at 
$16. A hundred years ago, in 1817, 
it was $14.75 a barrel. Wheat is now 
at $1.83 per bushel, December deliv-

Many of Canada’s Fires in 


Dwelling Houses 


The fire record for 1915 shows that 
of 1,625 fires reported, 676 were in 
the homes of our people. The great 
majority of these dwelling-house fires 
occur at night, when the lives of the 
occupants are endangered. 

From the 676 homes the greater 
portion of the families were turned 
out at night in wintry weather, In 
these fires, 141 lives were lost. 

The chief causes of these home 
fires are: Carelessness in allowing de- 
fective chimneys to exist; careless- 
ness in the use of matches; careless- 
ness’in many other ways. 

Householders should see that the 
heating equipment is fire-safe, that 
there are no cracks in the chimney 
to allow sparks to enter the attic; that 
furnace pipes are thoroughly clean 
and at a safe distance from wood- 
iver that stoves, ranges and stove- 
; pipes are in safe condition and all 
‘surrounding woodwork protected, 

and that lamps and lanterns are ih 
good condition, 

Carelessness with matches caused 
69 fires last year; overheated stoves 
and furnaces, 51; defective and 
overheated chimneys, pipes, etc., 62; 
electrical defects, 55. These causes 
are all easily avoided and should be 
guarded against in future, 

Homes should be made reasonably 
firesafe by taking the simplest neces- 
sary precautions, Safety First is as 
essential in the home as at work,

Oldest Stone Image 


Discovered Recently 
in Japan 


An ancient and ownerless edifice 
standing in a village called Shiki-| 
shima, in Shiki district, Nara prefec- | 
ture, has been found to contain a 
number of rare artistic treasures in 
the shape of antique Buddhist _im-| 
ages, says the Herald of Asia. The 
discovery of these rarities, one of 
which is believed to be the oldest of 
the kind in Japan, is due to Mr, Se- 
kino, doctor of engineering; Mr. Ma- 
tano, chief of the Imperial Museum 
at Tokio, and Mr. Niino, of the Nara 
Art Gallery, They are of the opinion 
that the tottering edifice is none 
other than a temple called the Sekiiji, 
which was built in the Nara period 
(710-794 A.D.), The stone image, the 
centre figure, as it were, of the edi- 
fice, represents the Yakushi Buddha 
and is four feet in height, more than 
three feet in breadth and three-fifths) 
to seven-tenths of a foot in thickness. | 
It,was probably made _ some 2,100 
years ago, in the era of Hakuho, and 
is the oldest stone image in Japan, 
says a report from a’Nichi-Nichi cor- 
respondent. The heed man of the 
district is now trying to have it in- 
cluded among the national treasures. 
There are also in the edifice a wood- 
en image of the Buddha and several 
other figures of antique appearance.

Improvement of Game Laws 


Prohibition of the Sale of Game By 
Several Provinces 


That the trend of game protective 
legislation throughout Canada is dis- 
tinctly toward restricting, and _ulti- 
mately prohibiting the operations of 
market hunters, is clearly manifested 
by recent amendihents to the game 
laws of Ontario, Manitoba and Sas- 
katchewan. In Ontario the sale of 
water-fowl and of quail, partridge, 
woodcock and snipe is prohibited un- 
til the autumn of 1917, Manitoba 
and Saskatchewan have gone much 
farther and the effect of their’ pres- 
ent laws is to prohibit the open sale 
of practically all game in any season 
of the year, 

The market hunter is the recogniz- 
ed guerrilla of destruction with re- 
gard to wild life, and the traffic in 
dead game is responsible for at least 
three-quarters of the slaughter that 
has reduced the game birds of North 
America to a mere remnant of their 
former abundance. Nearly all the 
provinces of Canada have placed re- 
strictions upon the market gunner, 
by prohibiting the sale of game en- 
tirely, or during certain seasons, Un- 
fortunately, in most instances, such 
laws have been enacted only as an 
extreme resort to protect depleted 
species from virtual extinction, In 
view of the disastrous and inevitable 
results of allowing the market hunter 
to carry on his destructive occupa- 
tion, the logical procedure is to an- 
ticipate and prevent the result by 
prohibiting market gunning before it 
has succeeded in reducing our splen- 
did resources of wild life to the verge 
of extinction,

Financial Value of Crops in Western Canada Greater This Year 
Than Ever Before, and Even at Lower Yield, Farming 
Was More Profitable 


Last year Canada produced the 
largest crop in its history. Of wheat 
alone, it produced 376,300,000 bushels, 
of which the three western provinces 
of Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Al- 
berta produced 343,000,000 bushels, 
or-nine-tenths. This year, according 
to the latest official estimates made 
by the Dominion Government, Can- 
ada will produce less than 175,000,00C 


bushels, the western provinces ac- 
counting for less than 150,000,000 
bushels. Unofficial estimates place 


the yield somewhat higher. 


Before any too hasty conclusions 
are reached regarding this apparently 
disappointing comparison, certain 
facts must be borne in mind. For one 
thing, last year’s crops were really 

henomenal, They more than doub- 
ed the 1914 crops, and were consid- 
erably more than fifty per cent. grea- 
ter than in 1913, the previous “bum- 
per year.” The year 1915 was an 
ideal season in all, climatic respects. 
Patriotic sentiment, also, that placed 


Great_Britain and her Allies in the 
light of the most essential duty, was 
at a very high pitch. 

So large, indeed, was the acreage 
under cultivation in 1915 that the re- 
sulting crop proved too large to be 
all threshed the saine fall, It over- 
loaded railroads, and made marketing 
slow. A less amount of fall plowing 
was done than would have been done 
in a less heavy year, because the av- 
erage farmer was too busy with his 
threshing, All these conditions ne- 
cessarily reacted upon the acreage 


secded in the spring of 1916, Add to| 
this year, owing to the} 


great number of Canadians who have 
enlisted , is scarce and high-priced, 


and one factor in the decreased yield| 


—smaller acreage under crop—is evi- 
dent. 

Another, factdr is that this year 
Western Canada has experienced, in 


common with the entire North Amer-, 
ican continent, conditions that have! 


been less favorable to the production 
of big crops. The conditions have re- 
sulted in smaller yield per acre, and 
reduced grade of grain in certain lo- 
calities. 

The average yield of wheat in the 
three western provinces is estimated 
by the government at about 16 bush- 


‘els per acre, oats 43 bushels, and bar- 


ley 27 bushels. These yields are 
much less than for 1915, especially in 
the case of wheat, but it must be re- 
membered of course, that these. esti- 
mates are not final, Until actual re- 


—edentuansare-reccived from the thresh- 


ers, all estimates are only calcula- 
tions based on fallible principles. 
Such uncollated threshers’ figures as 
have come to our notice, and which 
have been printed without comment 
in this publication, reveal that in a 
large number of cases the actual re- 
turns are far in excess of the esti- 
mates, 

A further reason for a renewed op- 
timism in the future of Western 
Canada is to be found in the fact that 
the trying conditions that have pre- 
vailed this year have, as has already 
been poff ed out, been common to 
the Nor®x American continent. In 
the United States the first estimate 
of the wheat yield has, when con- 
trasted with the latest figures issued, 


for|

been reduced by some twenty per 
cent, The year 1915 was a “bumper 
year” in the United States as well as 
in Canada. Four hundred _ million 
bushels less of wheat are being pro- 
duced in the United States this year 
from nine million less acres. 
first estimate made this year of the 
probable wheat yield was 759,000,000 
bushels; the latest estimate is 607,- 
000,000 bushels. Oats have been re- 


duced by 85,000,000 bushels, barley by' 


21,000,000 bushels. The latest esti- 
mate for wheat shows, in round fig- 
ures, only 12 bushels per acre, ag- 
ainst Western Canada’s 16, and ag- 
ainst last year’s U. S. 17; oats 50 
bushels, against Western Canada’s 
43, and: last year’s U. S, 38; and bar- 
ley 24 bushels, against Western Can- 
ada’s 27 and last year’s U. S. 32. 


The financial value of their crops 
to Western Canadian farmers has 
been greater this year than ever be- 
fore. Owing to the high prices of 
grain that are prevailing, returns 
have been received that are extreme- 
ly profitable. With wheat standing 
at the present time at over $1.90 per 
bushel at the Great Lakes, a wheat 
crop at present figures would pay the 
farmer, even supposing he had only 


|the average of 16 bushels per acre, 


over $30 per acre. A large number 
are receiving $50 per acre, some have 
received $75, and a few even more 
than that. 


This price, of course, is not all pro- 
fit; it represents the gross return, and 
the cost of operation must be deduct- 
ed. But it does not, even at the 
highest figures, cost more than 65c 
to raise a bushel of wheat in Western 
Canada, so that the profit can be fig- 
ured accordingly, It must be empha- 
sized that the acre which produces a 
$30 crop costs in the first case prob- 
ably less than that. In the United 
States the same class of land would 
cost in many districts from $100 to 
$200 per acre, and even then a return 
of $30 would be considered extremely 
satisfactory. In Western Canada the 
best class of agricultural land, cap- 
able of producing crops that in size 
compare with any country in the 
world except, perhaps, some Euro- 
pean countries, can be obtained at, 
on the average, from $20 to $30 per 
acre, with irrigated lands somewhat 
higher, It is no exaggeration what- 
ever to say that a number of Wes- 
tern Canadian farmers have paid for 
their land entirely from the proceeds 
of this year’s crop, and this includes 
men who this year began for the first 
time—Western Canada Week By 
Week.

Viscount Bryce Says U.S. Can No 
Longer Remain Isolated 


Viscount Bryce, formerly British 


Ambassador to the United States, 
speaking at a meeting of the May- 
flower Club in London recently, held 
in the reception room of the House 
af Commons, discussing the preven- 
tion of future wars, endorsed the 
plan of “a combination of peace-lov- 
jing nations for the purpose of estab- 
lishing a permanent peace.” 


“The United States has hitherto 
stood apart in isolation, but isolation 
is no longer possible,” said Viscount 
, Bryce, “Every country is now af- 
ges and its safety threatened by 
the spirit of anti-democratic aggres- 
lsion, The United States has avoided 
|entangling alliances, But a league of 
peace would be no entangling alli- 
ance, It would be a smoothing down 
and straightening out of difficulties 
;that threaten to embroil the world.” 

Viscount Bryce declared that ques- 
tions which have arisen between the 
United States and Great Britain with 
jtegard to the British exercise of bel- 
ligerent naval rights “are happily 
| such as can be disposed of by pacific

'Huge Dimensions 
Of Captured Zeppelin 


in Size to a Modern 
Ocean Liner 


| A correspondent who paid a visit 
to the super-Zeppelin brought to 
earth in kngland on Sept. 23 writes: 
“We had, of course, all seen photo- 
|graphs of the fallen Zeppelin, but 
|mno camera picture can ever convey 
an adequate idea of the monster that 
was lying helpless, but to. all in- 
tents and purposes intact, in these 
Essex fields, One thing struck the 
whole of our party, namely, surprise 
at the huge dimensions of the air- 
ship, and a sense~of wonder that it 
| could possibly have come down in 
{the condition in which it is to be 
found today. Although bent and 
twisted, the trellis aluminum frame 
shows quite clearly the general lines 
of the ship. After penetrating into 
the interior of the frame it seemed 
like standing in the centre of a huge 
aluminum liner and looking up from 
the keel plate to the deck. What 
impressed everyone next to the 
dimensions of the airship was the 
extraordinary lightness of the struc- 
ture, and we were surprised to find 
that a length of the trellis frame- 
work of ten or twelve feet could be 
raised and held quite easily with the 
little finger. The Zeppelin is prov- 
ed to be “L33,” one of the largest in 
the German service, built lately, The 
gondolas number four, containing 
six Mercedes engines, each of 240 
horse-power, working 1,600 revolu- 
tions to the minute. One gondola 
contains three engines, the remain- 
ing three each carrying one engine. 
There are five propellers. It has been 
estimated that she carried some two

thousand gallons of petrol in her var- 


ious tanks, and that her colossal en- 
velope was filled with _two million 
feet of gas. While being escorted 
around the airship, in the centre of 
which experts were still working and 
measuring, we were shown the “cat 
walk,” a narrow, scorched platform 
giving access to various parts of the 
ship, and the apparatus for dropping 
bombs. She is fitted with sixty bomb 
droppers. Right forward is to be 
seen the captain’s cabin, with three 
control wheels, while in close prox- 
imity is the wireless room, enclosed 
in a casing of cotton wool to ensure 
as much silence as possible. 

Lying on one side of the Zeppelin 
itself was a small cane or basket 
coracle, the use of which is not quite 
clear, It may have been intended for 
use in case of descent on the water 
or for lowering men for the purpose 
of observatian. An officer informed 
me that ev Ait of any practical 
value is intact, and that we have all 
the information requisite to construct 
;a replica if necessary. The length of 
the ship is 680 feet, and her total 
weight, with her crew of twenty-two 
officers and men, about fifty tons. She 
is supposed to have occupied a year 
in building, and to have cost any- 
thing between a quarter and half a 
million sterling. She carries seven 
or eight guns, including five ordin- 
ary Maxims, the remainder being 
somewhat heavier.” 

In order to prevent people in Eng- 
land from making away with the 
wreckage, the following new regula- 
tion has been made under the De- 
fence of the Realm Act: 

“If any person, having found any 
bomb or projectile, or any fragment 
thereof, or any document, map, or 
other article whatsoever which he 
has reasonable grounds for beliey- 
ing or suspecting to have been dis- 
charged, dropped, or lost from, or to 
have been carried in or to have form- 
ed part of any aircraft or vessel of 
the enemy, or to have formed part 
of the equipment or personal effects 
of any member of the crew of such 
aircraft or vessel, without lawful au- 
thority or excuse neglects forthwith, 
after finding the same, or, in the 
case of any such article which was 
found before October 3rd, 1916, as 
soon as may be after that date, to 
communicate the fact to a military 
post or to a police constable in the 
neighborhood, or on being so requir- 
ed, neglects to send or deliver the 
same to the competent naval or 
military authority or some person 
authorized by him for the purpose, 
he shall be guilty of an offense ag- 
ainst these regulations, 

“Where any such article is found 
at the place where the aircraft in 
question or the wreck thereof de- 
scended, no person shall, \ without 
1 lawful excuse, displace, remove, or 
| otherwise interfere with such article, 
‘and, if any person does so, |e shall 
be guilty of an offence against these 
| regulations,”

May Cut Down 
Raids by Zeppelins 


British Advances May Force Ger- 
mans to Move Hangars 
Back 


The great Anglo-French offensive 
on fhe Somme in northern France 
has a direct bearing on future Zep- 
pelin raids on England, This’ hint 
was given by a British official in a 
position to know. 

In the Anglo-I'rench forces on the 
Somme drive a wider and deeper 
wedge into the German line, the en- 
tire line must eventually fall back to 
straighten itself. This would mean 
that the allied aerial bases in north- 
ern France would also move forward. 
The natural sequence is that German 
military and aviation bases, both in 
Belgium and across the Rhine, be- 
come from a strategical and military 
point of view more legitimate objec- 
tives for allied air squadrons, Hith- 
erto, allied air forces have been able 
to make long distance raids, but not 
heavy ones. 

The great Zeppelin hangars in Bel-! 
gium, including those now under! 
construction and those in Germany 
from which the present raiding Zep-| 
pelins operate, 
ally useless to Germany. 

According to expert opinion, it is 
not illogical to believe that these 
hangars and their contents, under 
such conditions, would be a total 
loss unless the Germans moved them 
to safer places. Safer places in this 
case would mean far into the interior 
of Germany. 

Thus all calculations concerning 
the Zeppelin radius of action, atmos- 
pheric conditions and other scientific 
problems of Zeppelin raids on Eng- 
land would have to be made over 
again, Even the radius of the great 
super-Zeppelins would be seriously 
cut down and the smaller type of 
airship probably would become 
wholly useless so far as “strafing 
England” is concerned.

ANGLO-SAXONS FIGHTING TO-DAY 
FOR FREEDOM AS IN THE PAST 


RIGHT OF FREE PEOPLE 


TO GOVERN THEMSELVES 


Issue of the World War Is Outlined by Dr. Macdonald, of Toronto, 
Who Addressed the Illinois Society of the Sons of American 
Revolution at Anniversary Meeting Held in Chicago 


Dr, J. A. Macdonald, of Toronto, 
was the chief speaker at a banquet in 
Chicago, held under the auspices of 
the Illinois Society of the Sons of 
the American Revolution, on the oc- 
casion of the 135th anniversary of 
the battle of Yorkton, In the course 
of his address he said: 

This occasion is significant at least 
in this: for the first time in your his- 
tory you have chosen as your com- 
memoration speaker a British sub- 
ject. It would seem as though the 
division of the English-speaking 
world, which scored and scarred the 
18th century, does not, in this 20th 
century, divide the English-speaking 
peoples. And it seems, too, that the 
estrangement of the American colon- 
ies from Britain, and their separation 
from what history must forever call 
their Mother Country, was not an 
estrangement or a separation that cut 
down to the roots of the things that 
are deepest, most real, and most per- 
manent on either side. The flags 
were divided, but both remained, and 
still remain, “Red, White and Blue.” 
The forms of government. were 
changed, but never once, in America 
or in Britain, has there been persis- 
tent disloyalty to those Anglo-Saxon 
principles of civil liberty, which, as 
the common heritage of both, run 
back through their common history 
of more than fifteen hundred years. 


When the Royal Highland Regi- 
ments, three thousand strong, 
marched out of Fayetteville, North 


Carolina, on February 18, 1776, their 


tartan colors flying, their bagpipes 
playing “wi’ an unco flare,” the air 
filled with the battle-cries of their 


clans, among the hundreds of Msc- 
donald clansmen was one, Iain Mac- 
Ewan Oig, who on that day carried 
for George III. and the House of 
Hanover the same broadsword he 
carried 
fateful field of Culloden Moor, for 
Prince Charles Edward and _ the 
House of Stuart. That man was my 
great-great-grandfather; and with 
him marched and fought three of his 
sons, one of them a young Corporal 
whose name I bear. And his fourth 
son fought under Lord Cornwallis. 

The fortunes of the war brought 
that whole family of Macdonald 
clansmen to Nova Scotia. In 1783, 
after the war was over, they were 
each given soldiers’ grants of land in 
the wide valley of the East River, in 
the county of Pictou. And there, on 
one of the family homesteads, old 
and gnarled, but living still, and in 
witness of events we celebrate here 
tonight, there grows the “Cornwallis 
Apple Tree.” 

After stating that the Highlanders 
of Carolina, Jacobites to a man in "45, 
fought for the Hanoverian King be- 
cause of a_ solemn oath of loyalty 
taken after Culloden, and remained 
true to their word and to the sacred- 
ness of “a scrap of paper,” Dr. Mac- 
donald continued: 

The real issue at stake in the 
revolutionary war was larger than 
the fortunes of any party, far larger 
than at that time was known or 
dreamed on either side. The real is- 
sue was the idea of human freedom, 
the idea that a free people have the 
right to govern themselves, 


That idea is associated with the 
name Anglo-Saxon, I sometimes call 
it the North American idea, Not that 
it was first conceived in America, and 
not that its origin and history are 
Anglo-Saxon alone. The idea of gov- 
ernment of the people by the people 
and for the people, in its most primi- 
tive form and with its elementary in- 
stitutions, does indeed run far back 
through the centuries and into the 
homes of the Angles and the Saxons 
in the dark forests of northern Ger- 


thirty years before, on the. 
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many and around the mouth of the 
Elbe. Fifteen hundred years ago 
those seafaring sires of the first Eug- 
lishmen piloted their ways over the 
strange waters, and, following the re- 
treating Romans, founded their col- 
onies in ancient Britain, called the 
country Engla-land, and set free 
their Anglo-Saxon édea. 


That Anglo-Saxon spark was the 
primitive idea of the right of a free 
people to govern themselves. , It was 
only an idea, and through the cen- 
turies it had to fight for its life, It 
fought the military despotism of the 
Romans. It fought the feudalism of 
the Normans. It fought the autoc- 
racy of the Stuarts. It fought the 
dull reactions of the early Hanover- 
ians. It fought, in men like Walpole 
and Pitt and Peel, for'responsible 
government. It fought the German- 
ized Georges of that day and the 
half-junker Government of Lord 
' North for the rights of Anglo-Saxons 
|and Anglo-Celts in the American col- 
onies, It fought, and it is fighting 
| still—that original Anglo-Saxon idea 
fighting in Europe, fighting in Am- 
erica, fighting on every battlefront of 
the human mind, fighting sometimes 
to the death, but always for freedom 
—fighting everywhere, in Belgium) in 
France, in Poland, in the Near East, 
on the west front—everywhere the 
idea of freedom fights for the right 
of a free people to govern them- 
selvcs, 


Ready to Fight at Any Time 


Holland Is Determined to Protect 
Her Neutrality 


The Dutch government is ready to 
go to war at any moment to protect 
Holland's neutrality. Dutch officials 
admit it, 

Holland is not tempting fate, 
}though. Her diplomats and influen- 
tial newspapers are doing their best 
to keep her from any combination of 
circumstances that might force her 
to side with one belligerent or the 
other in the war. 

Dutch officials candidly admit they 
will fight England or any unneutral 
act against or upon Dutch soil, and 
that the same thing goes for Ger- 
many, Holland will ight her for the 
same reasons and just as quickly. 

Holland is devoting as much time, 
material and energy to the upbuild- 
ting of her army as she is to the de- 
velopment of her navy. 

Today itis the Queen who.is the 
“woman of the hour,” and the real 
leader of the government of Holland, 
Every morning at 6.30 she is at hee 
desk and she works all day. She at- 
tends every ministerial council and 
she is said to have written the clev- 
erest parts of many of Holland's pro- 
test notes to both Great Britain and 
Germany. 

Holland, as is well known, is build- 
ing a great many submarines. A few 
days ago a new one was launched 
and the Queen went out in it for half 
an hour, travelling part of the timo 
under water. The Queen observes 
strict neutrality in her own house- 
hold. Her husband, Prince Henry, 
was a German prince from Mecklen- 
burg, so there is naturally some feel- 
ing among pro-ally Dutch about 
this. His loyalty to Holland is not 
questioned, but in order not to have 
him suspected in any way he is told 
none of the secrets of state. He is 
made chief of the Red Cross, so he 
can have something to do, but in this 
work he is subject to the orders of 
General Schneider, chief of the Gen- 
eral staff.

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Scientific Research 


The Application of Science to Indus- 
try Necessary for Best Results 


Modern industry to be successful 
must be based on scientific research, 
In Canada practically no~ attention 
has been paid to the advantages of 
scientific research, and many busin-| 
ess men fail to appreciate its com- 
mercial advantages. Since the war, 
however, several of the largest cor- 
|porations in Canada have taken up 
this work in their own interests. It 
is natural that some will be unwilling 
to disclose the results of their inves- 
tigations, but to achieve the greatest 
success, such as Germany obtained 
before the war, there must be com- 
|plete co-operation amongst all man- 
|ufacturers and the government so as 
| to eliminate overlapping of effort and 
‘work for the benefit of the common 
| good, 

In 1915, Great Britain appointed 
an Advisory Council for the three- 
fold purpose of instituting scientific 
|researches, establishing or develop- 
ing institutions for the scientific 
|researches, establishing or develop- 
jing institutions for the  scicntific 
study of industrial problems, and for 


} 


the institution of research student- 
ships and fellowships. A recent re- 
port published by this committee! 


| points out that the Government had 
already embarked upon an organized | 


}scheme for the scientific support of | 
British trade and industries as early 
jas 1900, when the National Physical 
Laboratory was established with the 
assistance of a Treasury grant. This 
linstitution was established to bring 
| scientific knowledge to bear practic-| 
ally upon every-day industrial and! 
;commercial life. This initial step in| 
|the right direction was followed by 
grants to such-bodies as the Engin- 
eering Standards Committee, the Im- 
perial Institute and, more recently, 
the Imperial College of Seience and 
Technology. | 

It is intended that the Advisory) 
Council shall form a _ permanent 
organization to promote industrial 
jand scientific research throughout 
the kingdom, and organize the weap-| 


ons of industry just as the Govern- 
jment has already organized the 
|weapons of warfare, The Council 


will undertake a campaign of educa-! 
tion to impress on manufacturers the 
; benefits to be derived from scientific

Saskatchewan Butter 


A Total Output of 2,500,000 Pounds 
for the Season 


The co-operative creameries, un- 
der the direction of W. A. Wilson, 
dairy commissioner of the Saskatche- 
wan Government, have created a re- 
cord for the year 1916 up to the end 
of October. The chief item in the 
record is the increase of production 
by half a million pounds of butter, of 
20 per cent. as compared with the 
same period of last year, 

During the season the co-operative 
creameries had a total output of 
2,500,000 pounds of butter. Sixty- 
seven cars of butter have been 
shipped to points outside the pro- 
vince, while the local trade took care 
of about four carloads per month, 
There were 9,200 farmers who sup- 
plied milk and cream to the cream- 
eries, , 

A new venture proved to be a suc- 


cess. This was a trial shipment of 
butter to England from Alberta, 
Manitoba and Saskatchewan, the! 


provinces combining t© make a car-| 
load of butter, which went to Man-| 
chester, England, This shipment of | 
butter was made direct from Regina! 
and contained butter from Manitoba 
and Alberta as well as that furnished 
by the creameries of Saskatchewan. 
All the details in connection with this | 
shipment were looked after person- 
ally by Mr. Wilson, and it was parti- 
cularly pleasing to him to find out 
that the butter had been well re- 
ceived in England; in fact, a demand 
has been created and there are great 
Possibilities for a future market in 
England. 

The Dominion Dairy of Regina in 
1916 will have a total output of about 
half a million pounds of butter. 

Mr. Wilson states that in the de- 
velopment of markets the interests 
of the producer and those of the con- 


| sumer had been given equal consid- 


eration, He believes the policy of ex- 
tension of markets cannot be served 
to best advantage from the view- 
point of the farmer by taking advan- 
tage of an unusual situation, and that 
is the exacting of a last cent from 
the consumer, The dollars and 


) cents of the producer are those of the 


¢ In the policy of exten- 
sion for future markets it is his wish 
to secure the best possible for the 
producer, 

_ Plans for an amalgamation of the 
sixteen co-operative creameries in 
Saskatchewan are being perfected 
at the present time. 

The mode of procedure which it is 
proposed to follow will be to form a 
parent company, the stock of which 
will be given to the members who 
hold “stock in the sixteen co-opera- | 
tive creamery companies, which it 
is proposed to amalgamate. The 
liabilities and assets of the sixteen 
companies would be assumed by the 
new organization which would be 
under one management. In pointing 
out the advantages of the proposal,

Saluting the Quarter-Deck 


Ancient Naval Custom Which Is 
Rigidly Adhered To 


One of the first ‘things taught the 
naval recruit before he goes on board 
his ship is that he must “salute the 
quarter deck” when passing on to it 
when on board, and that he must 
salute at the gangway as he passes 
on board his ship at any time, whe- 
ther from a boat or direct from the 
shore. . 

This is an ancient custom and is 
carried out by every officer and man 
whether he be the commander-in- 
chief in his own flagship or the ship 
cook’s youngest boy assistant. 

It survives from the time when a 
statue of the Blessed Virgin — or a 
Crucifix — was in prominence near 
the quarter deck of every ship when 
the sailors “uncovered” their heads 
as they passed, Civilians and soldiers 
when passing on board should per- 
form the same ceremony. 

The naval salute is different to 
that used in the army, the upper arm 
is not raised at right angles to the 
body, but to an angle of about 45 de- 
grees from the perpendicular, while

| the palm of the hand instead of be- 
ing turned to the front is kept turned 
towards the face, the forefinger near- 
ly touching the peak of the cap in 
line with the eyebrow. As in the 
army the “off hand” is used for sal- 
uting, 

The “able-bodied seaman” (or

vate in the army, and is expected to 
salute all officers (naval and military)

The Bread Profits 


But while the flour contained in a 
bushel of wheat costs the Vancouver 
baker $2.20, and the householder a 
little more for retail profits, the fam- 
ily which buys bread pays seven and 
three-elevenths to eight cents per 
pound for a little over sixty pounds 
of bread made from that quantity. 
This means $4.35 to $4.80 per bushel, 
That is to say, it has cost as much to 
turn this flour into bread and deliver 
it to the consumer as it did to raise 
the wheat, carry it to the mill, grind 
it into flour and carry the flour to the 
coast, The bakers tell us that their 
profits are not large, and this may be 
true, but the housekeeper ought to 
know that she can earn as much by 
making her own bread as the farmer, 
miller and railway men earned for 
growing, grinding and hauling the 
material, — Vancouver News-Adver- 
tiser.

‘The remedy is 
to keep the nitrogen contents of the 
soil as high as possible without in- 
creasing the potash, -This may be 
done by the addition of nitrates, the 
rotation of crops in which alfalfa or 
some other legume is:used, and by 
proper tillage.

Possible Misuse of the Road Drag Is 
Pointed Out 


It is possible to have too much 
even of a good thing, and easy to 
use a good tool in a wrong fashion, 
This is what has happened in Iowa, 
where the road drag has been used 
so’ thoughtlessly that the surfaces of 
some roads have. been dragged to a 
dangerous peak. The centre of the 
road has been built up too high for 
safety or comfort. A high crown and 
steep sides create a double danger. 
It is a case of zeal without judgment. 
The misuse of the drag cannot be 
held against that valuable implement 
of surface preservation by its system- 
atic employment. The Iowa State 
Highway Commission disclaims res- 
ponsibility, as it is without authority 
in such local administration, It sug- 
gests complaints from travellers to 
the dragger or the road superintend- 
ent, the county engineer or supervi- 
sor, Of course the water will run off 
the more readily the steeper the sides 
of the road, but so will vehicles. The 
ditch is the place for the water, but 
not the wagons or cars, It is easy 
to get the crown too high, just as it 
is bad to get it too low. It is all in 
the operator, and the operation is 
simple enough when horse-sense is 
used.—The Breeders’ Gazette.
